Counſellor to King James I. and 


King Charles I. and ſucceſſively 
Biſhop of Chicheſter, Ely and 
Wincheſter; and all this on the 
account of his worth, without 
any ambitious ſuit or ſeeking of 

his own. To qualify him for 

_ theſe preferments, 
His life was orderly, innocent, bh: 
induſtrious, and pious, from his 


childhood. He is ſaid to have 


Had a maſterly and critical {kill in 
=— leaſt fifteen learned and modern | 
tongues: | 
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' tongues : And his knowledge of 
things, and improvement in all 
ſorts of material learning was no 
leſs extenſive than his ſkill in 
languages; which qualified him 
for being one of the Tranſlators of 
the Bible in the reign of King 


James I. He was a man of great 


wiſdom and addreſs in buſineſs; 


an admired Preacher in his time; 
exact and judicious in informing 


and inſtructing others, and in 
controverſies an able champion 
for the truth. He was laborious 
in his Miniſtry; ; ſucceſsful in con- 
verting ſeveral of the Popiſh Cler- 


gy and Laity from the errors of 


that Church. As he was both in 
his life and at his death bountiful 
: and charitable ö mo; Pour, ſo 


like- 


. 
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likewiſe | was he a lover and en- 
courager of learning and learned. 
| men; inſomuch, that though he 


was good to his kindred, yet he 


| gave more to the maintenance of 


learning and to the poor than to 
them. He was a ſingular. bene 


factor to the preferments or places 
he enjoyed; either by recovering, 
ſccuring, and increaſing their re- 


venues, or building, repairing, and 


; pmm len the houſes and pa- 


aces committed to his care. In 
S word, his parts and knowledge 


were rare and great, his judgment 
greater, and his holineſs and de- 
votion greateſt of all. This is in 
brief the ſubſtance of what is ſaid

He was eight and thirty years 
Vicar of Lewiſham, and fix and 
twenty of Deptford, both in the 


county of Kent. In the year 
1703, he was made Dean of 


Canterbury; and was thrice choſen 


Prolocutor of the Lower Houſe | 


of Convocation. 


His perſonal qualifications, pru- 


dence and public ſpirit, bore a 


_ conſiderable reſemblance to thoſe 
of Biſhop Andrews. As far as I 


could myſelf obſerve, and by the 


accounts of ſome who knew him 


very 
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very early, his life was a conſtant, 
uniform pattern of chearful, un- 
diſguiſed, and unaffected piety. His 
uncommondiligence and induſtry, 
aſſiſted by his excellent parts, had 
enriched him with a large ſtock 
of polite, ſolid, and moſt uſeful 
learning.

true Religion: Indeed ſome who 
- have converſed moſt intimatel 
with him, have afſured me they 
never knew any that ſo continually 
| ſpoke and acted with a regard to 
theſe ends. | 
His preaching was really admi- 
rable and edifying ; his ſtile clear 
and plain, but noble; his reaſon- 
ings eaſy and ſtrong; his perſua- 
fions een, moving; his 
action 
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action and way of ſpeaking grace- 
ful, juſt and affecting; his ſub- 
jects well choſen, and ſuited to his 
Auditory. The greateſt and beſt 


of his Hearers (and he often had

'BiſhopAndrews's Private Prayers in 
Greek and Latin, long ſince pub- 
liſhed, and common enough. 
The edition of it which is moſt 
genuine and correct, ſeems to 
have been firſt printed in the 
year 1648; it being tranſlated from 
the Greek Manuteript before it 
Was printed, and it was printed 
again in 1682; but how much 
oftener I know not. In that Tran- 
ſlation you have ſeveral things 
which are omitted in this; parti= 
cularly ſome Prayers for the Holy 
Comaniens and a Manual of Di- 
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3 when they were already 
tran!lated to his hand? 
This very queſtion I aſked him, 
the firſt time I ever ſaw the Ma- 
 nuſcript now printed; which was 
in the laſt converſation I ever had 
with him. He aſſured me, he 
had never ſeen that former Tran- 
ſlation. This is then one of the 
true reaſons why he undertook 
this taſk; and his having per- 
formed it in the manner juſt 
above-mentioned, with ſo many 
advantages to the Book, is a go 
_ reaſon why it ſhould be publiſhed. 
For the old Tranſlation ſticking 
_ cloſe to the Original, needs all 
thoſe alterations and illuſtrations,
